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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 13 November 2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1, 3-8, 10-16, and 18 have been presented for examination. 

3. Claims 2, 9, and 17 have been cancelled as per applicant's amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-13, filed 13 November 2009, with respect to the 
prior art rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art rejection of 
claims 1, 3-8, 10-16, and 18 has been withdrawn. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

5. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 01 December 2009 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.
